WAGES 
IMPORTANT 
ITEM 


Pay For Farm 
Help Has Not 
Kept 
Pace With Industry. 
Farmer Can­ 
not Afford it. 


Secretary of Agriculture Fred Ras­ 
mussen in a statement issued recently 
trailing 
attention to the nation-wide 
scarcity of farm labor and that while 
the cities are seeking houses for their 
; populations thousands of homes in the 
country are vacant, says: “ More than 
ever it is 
important that agriculture 
,be considered 
in formulating a 
new 
national policy.” 
He holds that agri- 
‘cultural resources are not fully devel­ 
oped and calls 
for prompt considera­ 
tion of 
the subject by 
businessmen 
and those 
in charge of national af­ 
fairs. 
Mr. Rasmussen says: 
“Farm wages in the United States 
in 1919 show an increase of 207 per 
cent with 
1910 as a basis. 
This in­ 
crease has not 
been sufficient to meet 
the increased 
wages of other 
indus­ 
tries. 
In view 
of the continued 
in­ 
crease 
in the cost of the necessary 
articles which the farmer has to pur­ 
chase, which on fifty articles is an in­ 
crease of 221 per cent in 1919 over 
1914 without a corresponding increase 
in the price of his products, the farm ­ 
er did 
not dare to further 
increase 
the wage of hrs hired men. 
The man 
who would 
like to rent a farm 
pre­ 
fers the 
weekly wages 
in the indus­ 
tries rather than taking a chance on 
the average yearly price of agricul­ 
tural products; 
in other words, 
the 
proper 
balance between agriculture 
and industry in this country is lost. 
“The question at once arises, 
How 
does this balance 
become destroyed 
and 
how can 
it be restored? 
It is 
generally 
agreed that agriculture 
is 
(an industry and its development sub­ 
ject to 
the same economic principles 
and laws which 
govern all industries, 
yet 
when we 
come to compare 
the 
development of agriculture 
with in­ 
dustries there 
are some striking dif­ 
ferences. Among the principal factors 
which have developed 
the great in­ 
dustries in this country are machin­ 
ery, standardization 
of products, or­ 
ganization and a national policy. 
I 
“It is machinery which has enabled 
this country both in factories and in 
the fields to turn' out a greater pro­ 
duct per man than any other country.
